Are you a "special balj" hitter? 


Baseball expert Frankie Frische 
claims that one of the worst bat- 
ting faults in both professional 
and teenage ranks is what he calls 
“special ball hitting’. 


This refers to the fact that 
many batters: develop a liking for 
a certain kind of delivery, and 
don’t hit at many ball8 in the 
strike area because they’re just 
not to their liking. In this way 
the batter gets two strikes on him 
because the ball didn’t come in the 
area he liked, and he’s forced to 
swing at the third strike regard- 
less. 

This fault makes any player a 
set-up for a _ control pitcher. 
Frische says that learning to hit 
the ball no matter where it ar- 
rives in the strike area will do 
more than anything else to im- 
prove batting averages. 

There are three mistakes which 
can turn you into a “special ball” 
hitter, Frische says. 

First of all, you may just get 
the habit of waiting for the ball 
to come where you seem to hit it 
most effectively: This is particu- 
larly true of young players who 
are not taught to hit no matter 
where the bali is in the strike 
area. 

_ Second, Frische feels that too 
many batters develop the attitude 
that they will. wait for the right 
one because the pitcher will even- 
tually throw it. This may be true 
in teenage ball, but when-a pitch- 
er learns control you may wait 
for game after game for a pitch 
jn. your particular “groove”, so 
Yt’s a bad habit to develop.

When you're practising, get 
the habit of going through your 
movements as fast as you can. 
Keep reminding yourself’ that 
speed means distance.

A sculptured white quartz buf- 
falo which may be 10,000 years old 
is now on display at the Saskat- 
chewan Museum of Natural His- 
tory.

seed is required for the purpose 
of the hulling plant, It is different 
he said, than that which is com- 
monly. grown in this area. 

Hauling of seeds for export to 
Europe and the U.S. would cut 
shiping costs by one third, said 
Mr. Letkeman. This would mean 
an increase of one cent a pound 
to producers, he said.. It is esti- 
mated that a total of 4,000 acres 
will be contracted annually for 
the seeds which will be used for 
toasting, bird seed, halvah and 
other purposes.—The Times, Mor- 
den, Man.
